3) John 3:18 He that believeth on him is not condemned: but he 
that believeth not is condemned already, because he hath not 
believed in the name of the only begotten Son of God. 

4) What an awful contrition! Yet verse 3 says, "We all..." every one 
of us with out God interrupting in mercy and grace fit this 
horrifying condition! Thank god for "But God!" 


1) Deuteronomy 7:7-8 The LORD did not set his love upon you, nor 
choose you, because ye were more in number than any people; 
for ye were the fewest of all people: But because the LORD 
loved you, John Trapp said, "God loved them because he loved 
them. He chose them of his love, and then loved them for his 
choice. 

2) ...spirit of God takes spiritually dead men, women, boys and girls 
and makes them alive. John 5:24 Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 
that heareth my word, and believeth on him that sent me, hath 
everlasting life, and shall not come into condemnation; but is 
passed from death unto life. This life is in union with Christ 
Jesus. We become part of his body. As your hand is attached to 
your body, Ephesians 5:30 For we are members of his body, of 
his flesh, and of his bones. 
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1) ...who were dead, depraved, and doomed to eternal destruction 
in the fires of of Hell are now delivered, snatched out of the 
jaws of torment, redeemed from certain judgment, a brand 
plucked from the burning. No wonder he shouted "Saved Saved 
Saved" 

2) Psalms 113:7-8 He raiseth up the poor out of the dust, and 
lifteth the needy out of the dunghill; That he may set him with 
princes, even with the princes of his people. 

3) Back at temple we'd sing: I'm a tropy of grace a master piece of 
mercy nothing i've done could deserve his great love! 


4) Matthew 5:16 Let your light so shine before men, that they may 
see your good works, and glorify your Father which is in heaven. 

5) Psalms 86:15 But thou, Lord, art a God full of compassion, 
and gracious, longsuffering, and plenteous in mercy and truth. 
Micah 7:18 Who is a God like unto thee, that pardoneth 
iniquity, and passeth by the transgression of the remnant of his 
heritage? he retaineth not his anger for ever, because he 
delighteth in mercy.
